Historic New England gives town trust fund

WILMINGTON -_ Ugly 
fences, broken fences, and

Monday night Selectmen 
made a move to reduce fence 
disputes by appointing a 
Fence Viewer. 

Under Massachusetts 
General Laws Chapter 49, 
section 1, “the selectmen of 
each town’ shall annually 
appoint two or more fence 
viewers, to hold office for one 
year and until their succes- 


sors are qualified.” 

Town Counsel advised Town 
Manager Michael Caira that 
to be in accordance with the 
law the Selectmen would need 
to make that appointment. 

Selectman Michael 
Newhouse suggested either 
appointing the building 
inspector and/or someone 
from the engineering office. 
For an initial appointment 
the board chose unanimously 
to appoint just one fence 
viewer, Wilmington Building 
Inspector Al Spaulding.

“WILMINGTON - The Lowell 
Junction Interchange project 
on Interstate 93 proposed for 
Wilmington, Tewksbury, and 
Andover, is stalled due to a 
lack of funding for the pro 
ject. The project proposes 
the construction of a new 
interchange on Interstate 93, 
to be located between the 


exits, which would open UP 
currently inaccessible lan 
for development.

Liberty Mutual’s Bring Back the 4th

WILMINGTON - The Town 
of Wilmington is bursting 
with excitement and pride at 
learning that Wilmington 
won Liberty Mutual’s Bring 
Back the 4th Program again 
this year and will receive a 
$10,000 grant to fund the 
Fourth of July activities. 

Town Manager Michael 
Caira said, “ We did it again! 
I am delighted to announce 
that the Town of Wilmington 
is once again among ten win- 
ning communities nationwide 
in Liberty Mutual's Bring 
Back the 4th contest.” 

Caira continued, “I received 
a telephone call from John 
Natale of Liberty Mutual 
advising me that Wilmington 
was a winner in the ‘medium 
size’ category. Wilmington is 
the only Massachusetts com- 
munity being recognized and 
is one of only three communi- 
ties in the country to have 
won the contest both in 2010 
and in 2011. This is the third 
$10,000 grant that Wilmington 
has received from a Liberty 


Mutual contest.” 

Wilmington was one of only 
ten communities in the nation 
to receive a $10,000 grant in 
Liberty Mutual's 2010 Be Fire 
Smart Pledge Program last 
November. Liberty Mutual 
created this grant to assist 
cities and towns of all sizes 
who are watching their fire- 
houses — life saving institu- 
tions - struggle for funding, 
and, in some cases, close 
their doors. 

According to a_ recent

Two TRAG members lose faith in Tewksbury Board of Health

TEWKSBURY - Dave 
Powers, of the Tewksbury 
Resident Advisory Group 
(TRAG), resigned amidst 
frustration over stagnation in 
addressing the odor emanat- 
ing from Krochmal Farm. 
Michelle Walsh, another for- 
mer member, resigned back 
in April for similar reasons. 
In their respective resigna- 
tion letters, both 
dismay at what they 
to be a breach of trust on the 
part of the Tewksbury Board 
of Health. 

According to Powers, a 


group of residents founded 
TRAG in order to “reduce 
odors to an acceptable level, 
gain trust between the resi- 
dents and the Board of 
Health, and ensure that 
health stays unaffected.” 
They became concerned 
when, in 2007, an odious smell 
began seeping into the neigh- 
borhood near the farm. Out of 
concern for health, they say, 
they were prompted to take 
action. 

When the goals of TRAG 
were not accomplished, how- 
ever, Powers felt he had to 
resign. 


Said Powers: “I feel the 
Board of Health has done 
nothing real to ensure that 
residents' health is not 
adversely affected by the con- 
centrated animal feeding 
operation (CAFO) in our 
neighborhood. I feel that 
many board members didn't 
try to understand the differ- 
ence between a_ typical 
Massachusetts farm and a 
CAFO or the potential health 
effects of this style of hog 
production.” 

He asserts that Krochmal 
ceases to be solely a farm, 
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Representative James Miceli 
will be on hand for the official 
ribbon cutting ceremony, 
Wilmington Dance 
Company’s performance 
team will entertain everyone 
at 1:30 p.m., and local musi- 
cian Ron DiTullio will be on 
hand with his guitar and har- 
monica. Vendors on opening 
day include those who will be 
in attendance throughout the 
season: three farms, a grass- 
fed beef vendor, a seafood 
vendor, two bakeries, and a 
coffee roaster among others. 
Making a one and only 
appearance will be a knife 
sharpener, so be sure to bring 
that favorite chef’s knife or 
those dull kitchen shears that 
you’ve been meaning to do 
something about. The Book 
Store Next Door will also be 
on hand, to promote the fact 
that they will be open on 
Sundays while the market is 
open, and the Women of 
Wilmington will be featured 
at the Community Table. ° 
Some may have attended 
farmers markets before, since 
more and more of them are 
popping up in the area as peo- 
ple seek food that has been 
locally grown. Andover, 
Bedford, and Woburn - to 
name a few nearby towns - 
all have started farmers mar- 
ket in the past five years or 
less. If a farmers market is a 
new experience for you, 
here’s what you can expect at 


the market: the farmers who 
grow produce or raise ani- 
mals for meat or eggs sell 
directly to customers. You 
can select from an exciting 
array of seasonal fruit and 
vegetables, as well as 
seafood, baked goods, and 
other foods produced locally. 
You will meet the people who 
are actually growing or pro- 
ducing the food you eat. Most 
farmers enjoy answering 
questions about their produce 
and about farming in general. 

Along with the farms and 
others that will be on hand 
each week, the market will 
also have other occasional 
vendors including those sell- 
ing jams and jellies, sweet 
treats, hand-made soaps, can- 
dies, beaded jewelry, and 
more. 

Additionally, the organizers 
of the market have worked to 
make it a community event 
that is enjoyable in its own 
right. For example, the mar- 
ket will feature local music, 
including Wilmington High 
School’s a cappella group 
Soundscape in September, 
and members of _ the 
Merrimack Valley Chorus in 
July. There will also be per- 
formances from organiza- 
tions such as Wilmington 
Dance Company, and The 
Dance Academy. Some weeks 
will even feature a family- 
focused event at 2:00 p.m., 
like a Zumba class on July 17 
and a family yoga class -

be a “Community Table” at 
which local non-profits or ser- 
vice organizations will be 
able to get the word out about 
their activities. In addition to

Commerce. Clerk for the 
market association Dawn 
Reidy says, “Even as 
Wilmington continues to 
grow, it still has a small-town 
feel, and our hope is that the 
farmers market will con- 


tribute to fostering that sense 
of community.” 
Stan Dancewicz, web 


designer for the Association 
said, “I am so glad that after, 
going to farmers markets in 
surrounding towns, 
Wilmington finally will have 
one. The town really deserves 
to have its own.”

Chapter 49 is a comprehen- 
sive piece of law addressing 
what constitutes a fence, how 
to handle neglect of a fence 
by a property owner, spite 
fences, fence maintenance, 
and much more. The law will 
provide the guidelines for 
Spaulding. Newhouse com- 
mented that Spaulding would 
likely be in contact with Town 
Counsel often to ensure com- 
pliance and obligations.

TAP YOUR 
401(K)? 

Uncle Sam makes it tough to take 
money out of your 401(k) plan, and 
there may be drawbacks if you do. 
If you must, here’s how: 

If your employer allows hardship 
withdrawals, and you have “imme- 
diate and heavy financial need,” 
like heavy medical bills or a 
threatened foreclosure, you may be 
able to tap the account; you'll pay 
taxes, plus a penalty if you are 
under 59 1/2. 

Some withdrawals under very 
limited circumstances avoid the 
penalty—for medical expenses 
over 7.5 percent of income or if 
you’re totally disabled, or in other 
dire straits. In any event, the 
money you withdraw will be tax- 
able. 

Many plans permit you to borrow 
up to half the vested interest in the 
account for any reason. You must 
pay it back within in 5 years, or 15 
if yOu’re borrowing to buy a pri- 
mary residence. But if you leave 
the job, the loan is due within 60 
days or it will be considered an 
early withdrawal, subject to taxes 
and penalty.

under restriction in perpetu- 
ity as to principal and appre- 
ciation and only the interest 
income generated from the 
fund may be used to support 
any ongoing expenses of mon- 
itoring and/or enforcing the 
preservation restriction held 
by the Town on the house or 
any contents of the house 
given to the Town as gifts by 
Historie New England. 

“It’s rather constraining but 
nonetheless, its $25,000 to the 
town,” commented Caira.

Currently the town holds a 
preservation restriction on 
the property that was granted 
to the town and accepted at 
Town Meeting in 2007.

the environmental process 
underway. The debate was 
settled when Secretary 
LaHood met with state and 
local leaders in October, but 
the delay also halted progress 
with the EPA and necessary 
environmental analysis. 

The MVPC now must work 
on its Regional 
Transportation Plan and 
needs to include financing for 
the construction of the Lowell 
Junction Interchange project 
in that plan. 

Congresswoman Niki 
Tsongas, who represents 
Tewksbury and Andover in 
the 5th Congressional 
District, has maintained 
strong support for the project 
and, according to the letter, 
her office recently suggested 
that federal grants could be 
pursued, but, “the State is not 
at the table to suggest who 
would be the applicant or if 
there is any support for such 
an approach.” 

The state financing plan 
currently places financing 
responsibility for this $180 
million project on the regions, 
however major infrastructure 
funding for just the 
Merrimack Valley and

Northern Middlesex 
Metropolitan Planning 
Organizations through the 
year 2035 totals $131 million, 
which not only cannot cover 
the cost of the interchange 
but must support other criti- 
cal transportation needs. 

The letter asks if any dis- 
cretionary funding might be 
available from the life sci- 
ence bond bill, if monies 
could be raised under the 
next bond authorization bill, 
or utilizing the 
use/build/finance process 
similar to the Route 3 North 
project. 

Town Manager Michael 

Caira began summing up the 
letter to Selectmen stating, 
“Funding sources need to be 
identified, and otherwise we 
are...” 
« stalled,” finished 
Selectman Michael 
Champoux, who serves on 
Wilmington’s delegation to 
the Tri-Town Task Force. 

Caira said the town wants 
follow-up from Secretaries 
Bialecki and Mullan address-

READING - Results from 
an RMLD customer survey 
that took place in February 
indicate that over half 
(56.6%) of RMLD customers 
reported being “not at all 
aware” they can reduce their 
electric bills by choosing the 
time-of-use (TOU) rate, 
which encourages customers 
to shift their electricity use 

‘away from on-peak hours 
between noon and 7 p.m. on 
weekdays, excluding holidays. 

RMLD wants its customers 
to know about the programs 
and rates it offers to help cus- 
tomers save money on their 
monthly bills. 

“By minimizing electricity 
use during the day from noon 
to 7 p.m., you can save money. 
on your electric bill,” said 
RMLD General Manager 


Vinnie Cameron. “Shifting 
power use to off-peak hours 
between 7 p.m. and noon and 
on weekends also helps 
RMLD stabilize rates and 
sustain reliability for all cus- 
tomers.” 

Under the TOU rate, the 
energy charge for power used 
during on-peak hours costs 
more than RMLD’s standard 
rate, while power used during 
off-peak hours costs less than 
the standard rate. A TOU 
meter is required for this 
rate.

I was not excited to go to 
Paris. I had been there 
before, a weekend trip during 
my study abroad semester, 
and wasn’t particularly 
impressed.

It's officially Summer 2011, 
and we are now right smack 
dab in the middle of another 
season of Australian Rules 
Football. Now I have a feeling 
you're reading this and might 
be asking yourself a simple 
question: "What the heck is 
Australian Rules Football?" 
(Though you might know if 
you've seen "Stateside Footy" 
on WCTV.) 

Australian Rules Football 
(or "Footy") is really a code 
of football unto itself. Many 
people confuse it with Rugby, 
but there are major funda- 
mental differences between 
the two sports. Australian 
Rules Football is played on a 
large oval field by two teams 
of up to 22 players per side (a 
maximum of 18 players per 
side is allowed on the field at 
any one time during play). 
Points are scored by kicking 
the ball (an oblong ball, sim- 
ilar to an American football) 
through a set of posts at the 
end of the field. The 
Australian Football League is 
one of the most-attended pro- 
fessional sports leagues in 
the world. 

An organized Aussie Rules 
competition also exists here 
in the United States. Teams 
comprised of Aussie ex-pats 
and American converts have 
been playing Footy in orga- 
nized competitions on U.S. 
soil since 1997. The local 
team, the Boston Demons, 
have been featured on 
WCTV’s "Stateside Footy" 
since the show's launch in 
August of 2010. 

"Stateside Footy" is a cable 
access program that spot- 
lights the game as it is played 
here in the United States. It is 
produced with the assistance 
of WCTYV, which also airs the 
games and is the program's 
"flagship station." I use 
the term "flagship station" 
because the program is also 
distributed to other access 
centers to air on their chan- 
nels. In fact, since its launch 
in August of 2010, the show 
has appeared on 33 access 
channels in ten different 
states. Most of those channels 
are in New England states 
such as Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Maine and 
Vermont, but the show has 
also aired in Tennessee, South 
Carolina, Illinois, Arizona, 
Ohio and Michigan. The show 


and I, suddenly and irrevoca- 
bly, fell in love. 

I spent the rest of the day. 
with my hand glued to my 
camera as we walked around 
the Quartier Latin, and then 
hit the major tourist spots: 
the Champs-Elysées, Notre 
Dame, the Louvre, and the 
Eiffel Tower.

It was 
peaceful, and right before we 
had to sprint to get the train. 

What I loved most about 
Paris was the architecture. 
Particularly the five story 
apartment buildings with 
rounded roofs and skinny 
windows. It seemed like each 
window had shutters, cast 
iron railings and flowerboxes 
overflowing with red garde- 
nias. Along with the Jardin 
des Plantes, I loved these 
remnants of country flowers 
in the middle of a bustling 
city, a small connection 
between Paris and the lus- 
cious countryside I have 
enjoyed the past few weeks. 

Back in Albertville, we’ve 
recently moved into the lan- 
guage school and have had a 
great opportunity to get to 
know the missionaries that

are here learning French. 
Most are heading to a French 
speaking country in Africa 
like Senegal, Chad or 
Morocco. However tonight I 
spoke with a Dutch girl who 
was working at the school as 
a childcare provider, she is 
sad to be leaving soon. We 
spoke about France’s natural 
beauty, commiserating as vis- 
itors on the singular amaze- 
ment of this region of France, 
after hiking in the mountains 
surrounding Albertville, I 
cannot help but agree - this 
region has it’s own charm. 

Some of the charm of 
Albertville is the relaxed 
country life. Yesterday on the 
hike, we met a tanned older 
lady in cut offs and a tank top 
hiking while carrying her 
tiny dog. She stopped and 
spoke to us (mostly to 
Thierry) after we reached the 
summit. I asked Thierry later 
what she said and he 
responded, “Oh, she asked 
what I do for a job, who we 
are, other things. People are 
nice like that on the moun- 
tain, not like in the city.” I 
couldn’t help but agree. Cities 
are great for their architec- 
ture, cuisine, metropolitan 
atmosphere: but people who 
live in the country say 
“Bonjour” on the streets, 
nicely respond when you ask 
for an English menu and are 
generally interested in shar- 
ing their lives with you.

Tewksbury preliminary tax bills

No peak too high

TEWKSBURY - Mt. 
Kilimanjaro - monolithic, 
slumbering volcano that tow- 
ers some 19,341 feet above 
sweeping Tanzanian plains - 
proudly commands the desig- 
nation of Africa’s tallest 
mountain, as well as one of 
the world’s steepest summits. 

Nick Nigro and _ Steve 
Flanagan climbed it. And not 
because, as George Mallory 
opined when asked about 
climbing Mt. Everest, it’s 
there. 

Nigro, a Tewksbury native 
and current Washington, D.C. 
resident, planned and com- 
pleted the climb - along with 
his friend, Steve Flanagan, 
also from Tewksbury - to 
raise money for veterans suf- 
fering from wounds physical 
or psychological or both. 

The idea to go on the trip 
came from his friend Steve, 
who has been a member of 
the Army’s Green Berets for 
ten years. Both like to travel. 
They soon realized how seri- 
ous an effort the trip would be 
- as monumental as the 
majestic mountain they were 
to climb. 
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appropriate action from the 
Board of Health. But he, as 
well as Walsh, felt proper 
steps were not taken.

Flanagan, therefore, began to 
advertise through Facebook, 
websites, and other forms of 
social networking. Word of 
mouth spread; people, 
according to Nigro, respond- 
ed “quickly and happily.” 

They received so much feed- 
back that it altered their orig- 
inal goal, which was $1,000. 

Said Nigro: “Facebook 
feedback was huge. We decid- 
ed to change our goal. We’d 
raise one dollar for every 
meter climbed.” 

If one were to convert 
Kilmanjaro’s 19,341 feet to 
meters, it would yield 5,800 - 
representing the new mone- 
tary goal. But they surpassed 
even this, achieving an 


» impressive $6,366.92 in earn- 


ings. 

Nigro said that once he and 
Steve reached the top, they 
put pictures of the militarily 
deceased on the summit as a 
kind of memorial. To get to 
the summit, they had to pass 
through six different climate 
zones. The summit itself was 
an arctic climate. 

Nigro had no _ previous 
climbing experience. 

“I’ve done casual hikes but 
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Town Meeting. 

Said Powers: “This letter 
stated that the Town ‘would 
handle it locally’, basically 
shooting the bill in the foot. 
The alternative to HB3818 
was Hog Keeping Regulations 
that exempted the operation 
in question. These regula- 
tions, which were drafted by 
the BOH and funded by the 
Board of Selectmen at the 
cost of many thousands of 
dollars, were terrible waste of 
taxpayer dollars and, to me, 
blatant deception.”

Their trip, though, was not 
all pathos and emotion and 
gravitas: they did encounter 
difficulty. During the climb, 
Steve was hit with altitude 
sickness. If he hadn’t been 
trained in the military, then 
they might have been unable 
to reach the summit, Nigro 
noted. 

He said: “I’m proud to raise 
money for such a good cause. 
I'd do it again, but maybe not 
Kilimanjaro.” 

Maybe another mountain, 
albeit smaller, looms in the 
future for Nigro and 
Flanagan. Though if climbed, 
it won’t be simply, as stated 
earlier, because it’s there.

Home invasion, Tewksbury 
Suspects arrested within two days 


TEWKSBURY - An armed 
home invasion and robbery of 
a room at the Motel 6, located 
on Main Street, occurred on 
Thursday, June 23. Just two 
days later, thanks to hard- 
working Tewksbury police, 
three suspects were arrested. 

On Thursday, two men 
forcibly entered a room at 
Motel 6.

Communist North Korean troops 
launched a surprise attack on South Korea 
on June 25, 1950 and start the Korean War. 
The United States, along with the United 
Nations, came to the aid of South Korea in 
an effort to halt the invasion. 

The war ended in 1953 when an armistice 
restored the border between the Koreas — 
a 4kilometer wide buffer zone -- and cre- 
ated the Korean> Demilitarized Zone. 
However, minor outbreaks of fighting have 
continued to the present day. 

According to recent Department of 
Defense statistics, a total of 36,576 
Americans were fatally wounded in the 
Korean War. However, there is much dis- 
pute about the casualty figures for the 
Korean War that is mostly caused by the 
fact that casualty statistics recorded by 
the US government for that time period 
are generally of a global nature. As a 
result, casualty figures for the war are 
often reported as 54,246. 

Across the nation, Korean War Veterans 
Associations have formed to recognize and 
honor the men and women who sacrificed 
their lives in that war. One of those 
groups, based in Lowell, includes 
Tewksbury war veterans and our heroes. 

In 1991 a small group of Korean War 
Veterans applied for an organization char- 
ter from the National Korean War 
Veterans Association. After being char- 


tered, they became known as the Greater

The Disabled American Veterans (DAV) 
organization was formed in 1920 and has 
been dedicated to a single purpose -- build- 
ing better lives for America's disabled vet- 
erans and their families. 

The DAV is totally funded by dues and 
contributions and receives no federal 
funds but is still able to focus its attention 
and resources to meet the needs of dis- 
abled veterans. 
need a voice on Capitol Hill, a nationwide 
service program, a transportation net- 
work or rehabilitation services, the DAV is 
there to provide them. 

Local Disabled American Veterans 
Chapter 110 is located at 180 Pond Street in 
Tewksbury at the American Legion Hall. 
National Headquarters are in Cincinnati 
and Legislative Headquarters are in 
Washington D.C. and the Department 
of Massachusetts's Headquarters are in 
Boston. 

The DAV focuses strictly on serving the 
needs of veterans and their families. It is 
a nonpolitical organization, has no politi- 
cal action committees (PACS) and endors- 
es no political candidates. 

Who is eligible to join the DAV? Any 
man or women who served in the United 
States armed forces either during a period 
of war or under conditions simulating war, 
and were either wounded, disabled to any 
degree, or left with long-term illness as a 
result of military service is eligible pro- 
vided they were discharged or retired 
from military service under honorable 
conditions. Others who are disabled while 
serving with any of the armed forces of 
any nations associated with the United 
States of America as allies during any of 
its war periods, who are American citizens 
and who are honorably discharged, are 
also eligible. 

Well over half of all veterans eligible for 
DAV membership have already joined the 
DAV. When asked in a recent survey why 
they joined, they responded overwhelm- 
ingly that the incredible services the DAV 
provides was their motivation for joining.

Disabled vets need help with disability 
compensation, VA pension, death benefits, 
VA medical care, Social Security disability 
benefits, veterans job programs and so 
much more. As members, they receive 
expert help from other disabled vets who 
have undergone a very thorough training 
program in veterans’ affairs. _ 

To help veterans and their family get all 
the benefits they've earned, the DAV main- 
tains a corps of approximately 270 
National Service Officers (NSOs) in 72 
offices across the United States and in 
Puerto Rico. There is no charge for the 
assistance these veterans benefits experts 
provide to veterans. 

DAV Service Officers are all service-con- 
nected disabled veterans themselves, so 
they understand everything disabled vets 
are going through. DAV Service Officers 
are all accredited through the Department 
of Veterans Affairs and offer counseling 
on VA compensation, health care, pension, 
employment rights and education. They 
help veterans assemble evidence to sup- 
port benefit claims, build cases on their 
behalf and assist them in preparing claim 
forms. The DAV even extends disaster 
relief to disabled veterans affected by nat- 
ural disasters like earthquakes or floods. 

The DAV’ National Magazine 
and Massachusetts's DAV News, chapter 
meetings, and other functions keep mem- 
bers up-to-date on issues affecting their 
rights while the Department's 
Transportation Network transports sick 
and disabled veterans to VA medical facil- 
ities for treatment in Massachusetts. 

DAV Volunteers in Massachusetts donate 
hours to veterans at all VA hospitals and 
many non-VA facilities.

Thanks for everything

I started out with the Town 
Crier as an intern in the 
spring of 1993. At that time, 
Rick Cooke — who now writes 
columns for us here — was the 
Sports Editor. He first 
assigned me to cover the 
Wilmington High School Girls 
Softball team, who went on to 
win the state championship 
that season. That fall, I start- 
ed to cover Wilmington High 
Football games, and did 
select few Tewksbury games. 
It wasn’t until a few months 
later, the winter of the 1993- 
94 athletic season when I 
first met Steve Levine. Since 
that day my life has never 
been the same, as I never, 
ever met someone so passion- 
ate and determined to make 
other people’s lives better. 

My first contact with Steve 
was on the telephone. Cookie 
had me call Levine up to do a 
team preview on the 1993-’94 
indoor track team. I called 
him up, everything went 
great - well so I thought. 
Then a few days later at the 
TMHS Hockey game, I went 

- through the door with Cookie 
who introduced me to Levine 
and he said ‘you’re the one 
who spelled every kid’s name 
wrong in the article. I 
remember thinking ‘wow this 
guy is so rude’. His introduc- 
tion bothered me that night 
at the rink, and I remember 
telling Cookie ‘wow these 
Tewksbury people are really 
rude’ and he replied ‘well if 
you spelt their names wrong, 
then he’s not being rude - he’s 
being truthful’. He was right, 
and so was Levine. 

At the time, I didn’t know 
anyone in Tewksbury and I 
didn’t have an ounce of clue 
when it came to reporting, 
writing, interviewing or any- 
thing to do with sportswrit- 
ing. I was a young 19-year-old 
who just loved sports and 
wanted to do something in 
the field. Still agitated and 
wondering if sportswriting 
would be a future of these 


encounters, Levine came up 
to me in the stands and start- 
ed to talk to me, started to 
ask me about where. I grew 
up and that sort of thing and 
I started to say to myself ‘hey 
this guy is OK’. 

A few months later — after 
Cookie left his position and I 
was named his replacement - 
- and a few more phone inter- 
views under my belt, I 
remember being invited to 
the Sports Award Banquet. 
That day it was nearly 100 
degrees out, and I remember 
showing up in dress shorts 
and a buttoned dress shirt 
only to be ridiculed by sever- 
al members of the school 
administration that I was not 
in a suit and tie. Later that 
evening, still mortified and 
still not having a good vibe 
about Tewksbury people in 
general, Levine told me about 
one of his student-athletes, 
Dan Clark, and what he had 
had done at the All-State 
Meet and suggested that I 
interview him. I told Levine 
that I wanted to leave, embar- 
rassed that I was under 
dressed, and he said ‘you’re 
fine’ and went on to make me 
feel very comfortable at a 
event in which I didn’t feel 
comfortable at. 

It was several months later 
when I truly figured out what 
Levine was all about. The 
starting soccer goalie for 
Wilmington, Joe Bamberg, 
was injured and became par- 
alyzed in a freak accident in 
Chicago. Iremember being 
the one who told Levine about 
it, and he not only contacted 
Bamberg in Chicago, but 
when he came back home 
and remained in the hospital, 
it was Levine, the coach from 
next door, who visited him. I 
remember saying to myself 
‘who does that’? I mean if I 
got seriously injured when I 
was in high school, would any 
coach from another town 
come and visit me? No way - 
not only because no other 
coach had ever heard of me 
as an athlete but because 
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Steve Levine is a one of a 
kind, and all of us who have 
had the pleasure of knowing 
him, realize how true that 
statement is. 

Over the next 15 years or so, 
it was always Levine who 
smoothed out problems I may 
have had with student-ath- 
letes, coaches, ete during my 
years here at the Crier. It was 
Levine, who told me so many 
great things about so many 
different athletes which 
turned into stories. At the 
same time though, if he did- 
n’t like something I wrote, he 
certainly told me about it. We 
would discuss it as adults and 
I learned to appreciate where 
he was coming from and cer- 
tainly got a better under- 
standing of what he was and 
is always about - kids. But it’s 
not just kids with him, it’s 
people. I can’t tell you how 
many times I went to him 
with personal problems - 
especially the last five or six 
years where my life has been 
extremely bumpy and rocky. 
He always gave me that guid- 
ance to keep moving forward, 
of how to fix my problems, 
how to heal and to get a bet- 
ter understanding of how to 
get through these tough 
times. 

Coaching wise, Levine’s off 
the charts. I mean over 700 
combined wins in track-and- 
field and soccer and nine 
state track championships 
alone, nevermind hundreds of 
other accolades should tell 
you everything you need to 
know about him. He’s the 
greatest coach I’ve ever seen 
because he gets so much 
more out of average student- 
athletes than any other coach 
Tve ever come across. If you 
don’t believe that, then look 
at this past year’s soccer 
team for example. 

I’m told that as a teacher, 
Levine is beyond off the 
charts - he gets everyone 
involved in a way that he only 
can, and he gets those kids

On Saturday afternoon, well 
over 300 people showed up at 
the Tewksbury-Wilmington 
Elks to show their apprecia- 
tion to Steve Levine, who 
after 38 years of teaching and 
coaching in Tewksbury, is 
retiring. The event was a 
tremendous success, and for 
over five hours, people shared 
laughs, stories and many 
hugs with Levine, as they all 
thanked him for his outstand- 
ing work and dedication to 
the Town and people of 
Tewksbury. There are so 
many people to thank for 
making the event a success, 
but in particular is Dave 
French for providing an 
excellent display of food for 
everyone. 


During the middle of the 
event, Levine was recognized 
and thanked, first by 
Tewksbury Selectmen David 
Gay, who gave Levine a 
plaque, as well as former 
coaches Bob MacDougall and 
Bill Piscione, and former stu- 
dent-athletes Dan Sarsfield, 
Ryan McNeal, Dave Breslin 
and Gerry Iannetta, who read 
a greeting from Levine’s col- 
lege coach Ken O’Brien. 
Breslin gave the most power- 
ful speech of the entire event 
when he spoke about how 
Levine helped saved his life. 
That speech in its entirety is 
below, as well as the speech 
which was read over a year 
ago by Catie Francis, a for- 
mer TMHS student-athlete, 


whose life was also saved by 
Levine. 


Dave Breslin 


Dave Breslin graduated 
from TMHS in 1998, and was 
one of the guest speakers dur- 
ing Saturday’s Retirement 
Party. He had an incredible 
speech describing his rela- 
tionship with Levine, and 
here’s his speech in entirety. 


“I am honored to be a part 
of recognizing and thanking 
Mr. Levine for all he has done 
for Tewksbury, and for me. I 
graduated from Tewksbury 
High in 1998 and had Mr 
Levine as a Phys. Ed teacher 
through the years. I ran 
track for him my sophomore 


and junior years and was 
nothing more than a typical 
middle of the pack type of 
runner, not a standout athlete 
by any means but that’s what 
was great about Mr. Levine, 
consistency. The least athlet- 
ic kid in the school got just as 
much attention, direction and 
attitude from him as the most 
athletic kid. His legacy will 
be not only be that he is a 
great coach or teacher but 
also that he mentored, lead 
by example, held you respon- 
sible for all your mistakes as 
well as your successes and 
accepted no excuses for 
either one. Mr. Levine has 
done this consistently for so 
many years and so many stu- 
dents simply because he 


cares, wanting nothing from 
it except to see that the stu- 
dent succeeds. 

“As I said before I ran track 
my sophomore and junior 
year with Mr. Levine but by 
the time I had reached my 
senior year, typical teenage 
drinking had become more 
than a problem for me and 
there weren’t many weekends 
or even weeknights that had- 
n’t begun to revolve around 
drinking. Needless to say, I 
made sure to avoid Mr. 
Levine as best I could 
throughout this year’ I knew 
he was hearing bits and 
pieces of what was going on 
with me, especially after I 
would find myself. in some 
kind of trouble. Sometimes

he would track me down and 
try to talk some sense into 
me, but I was a pretty stub- 
born kid and thought I was 
invincible then so a lot of the 
time it would go in one ear 
and out the other and I just 
continued to avoid him. He 
knew it I’m sure, I graduated, 
and most likely, without 
much thought, we both fig- 
ured we would not see much 
of each other after that. 

“For me, the drinking con- 
tinued to get worse as well as 
everything that comes along 
with it. Arrests, car acci- 
dents and by now my time 
was pretty much consumed 
with not just drinking but the

consequences for my drink- 
ing. I was a 19-year-old alco- 
holic with pretty much a sure

reminding me that his office 
door is open anytime I need- 
ed to stop by. And there were 
many times I did. When I 
was feeling good I’d tell him 
and when I wasn’t, I’d cry to 
him and when I was angry 
he’d even let me take it out on 
him. In time, things began to 
slowly get better and visits 
with him were less often and 
became less heavy. Nowadays 
I can just drop in from time 
to time to tell him that ’'m 
still doing well and to thank 
him even though he still 
won’t accept or allow me to 
give him any credit. He’s 
always quick stop me right 
away saying that it was my 
work that got me through it 
and not his. 

“But, today is different; 
finally I get to publically 
express how grateful I am for 
what Steve Levine has given 
me. Today I am 11 years, six

One 
day, he bumped into me and 
said “sorry.” I bragged to all 
my friends. 

Then came ‘sophomore year. 
Mr Levine called me “the 
kissy girl.” And that was my 
nickname for most of the 
year. At least I had a name. 
Early junior year, we did not 
talk at all. Then, on 
November 7th, 2007, as I was 
laying down in the middle of 
the hallway waiting for an 
ambulance, Mr. Levine kept 
asking me questions, to keep 
me awake, and keep me alive. 

Ever since that day, we 
became more than friends; 
we became family. This year 
when I came back from col- 
lege, he asked me millions of 
questions and we chatted for 
about an hour. Although he 
always says the phrase “I 
have no friends,” we all know 
that not to be true; he is, and 
will always be, the number 
one person for me to visit 
now at Tewksbury Memorial 
High School.

Northeast

The summer has brought a 
new challenge to the 
Tewksbury Redmen

In 
both games, Chotkowski had 
a no-hitter going through at 
least five innings. So far, he 
is 2-1, losing a game against 
Lowell on Monday night. 

Chotkowski is also perform- 
ing at the plate, hitting .500 
this season. 

“He won the first two 
games for us,” Hood said. 
“He has a great pitch with 
his fastball and curveball.” 

In Monday’s game, divi- 
sion-leading Lowell (5-1) 
went up by a 2-0 margin 
early in the game. 
Tewksbury was able to make 
a come back and take a 3-2 
advantage. Chotkowski, who 
also had a single, only 
allowed four runs on six hits, 
striking out six. Kevin 
Saunders had a triple and a 
single in the game, and Allyn 
Hood also hit a single. On the 
other side, Lowell’s Anthony 
Dally hit an RBI triple, and 
Roger Roman had a pair of 
hits. 

Unfortunately, they could- 
n’t get an offensive streak 
going against Lowell, as 
starting pitcher Nick 
Godfroy limited Tewksbury’s 
offensive chances. In the 
sixth inning, Tyler 
Schermerhorn hit the go- 
ahead RBI single for Lowell, 
who won the game by a 43 
mark. Lowell’s Cote Kilbride 
pitched in relief for the final 
two innings. 

“We’re struggling hitting,” 
Hood said. “We didn’t get a 
lot of’ hits, as both pitchers 
did very well in the game. We 
have run into a few tough 
pitchers, which had made it 
difficult for us.” 

The team features many 
players who will have a 
prominent role next year on 
the Tewksbury Memorial 
High School baseball team in 
2012.. Chotkowski, who made 
three relief appearances last 
season for ‘the Redmen, will 
likely have the top spot in the 
pitching staff. Lead-off bat- 
ter Frankie McLaughlin and 
Hood both started for the 
Redmen last season.

“We have a bunch of young 
kids who are getting experi- 
ence,” Hood said. “We just 
need a few at-bats.”

Tewksbury next plays in 
Dracut on June 30.

Raising money for cancer research

34-years ago’a’ man got out 
of bed at 4 a.m. determined to 
bike all the way to 
Provincetown to catch the 3:30 
p.m. ferry back to Boston. It 
was part of his routine after 
his mother passed away from 
Melanoma. 

Now, some 5,000 cyclists 
will make the same journey; 
though not to catch the ferry 
back to Boston, but to honor a 
loved one who has passed 
away from the horrible dis- 
ease known as cancer. 

The Pan-Mass Challenge 
(PMC), now in its 32nd year, 
has become a summertime 
tradition in the state. When

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the weather gets warmer 
some get out their bathing 
“suits and head to the beach. 
But others get out their biking 
shorts and head to Sturbridge 
or Wellesley, the two starting 
points for the journey. 

The race begins the week- 
end of August 6 and for some 
will end on August 7. There 
are two trips: one-day and 
two-day. One-day trips go 
from Sturbridge to Bourne 
(111 miles) and Wellesley to 
Bourne (84 miles) on 
Saturday and Wellesley to 
Wellesley (47 miles), 


Wellesley -to Sharon (25 miles, 
a new route just added this 
year) and Bourne to Wellesley 
(68 miles) on Sunday. 
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Two-day trips go from 
Sturbridge to Provincetown 
(192 miles), Sturbridge to 
Wellesley (180 __ miles), 
Wellesley to Provincetown 
(163 miles), and Wellesley to 
Wellesley (153 miles). 

Clearly, this is serious bik- 
ing and requires months of 
training to prepare for. 

Those who ride attempt to 
raise as much as they can 
depending on the route they 
choose, and proceeds go to the 
Dana Farber Cancer Institute 
through its Jimmy Fund. 
Over the last 30 years, cyclists 
have raised $303 million. 

This year’s goal is $34 mil- 
lion: a lofty goal, but reach- 
able with the help of people 
from 34 states and six coun- 
tries. Many residents from 
the Middlesex East area have 
ridden and will ride again. 
Among those will be seven 
riders from Stoneham: Mark 
Auriemma, Marissa Carlino, 
Stephen Doucet, David Leuci, 
William McCarran, Harriet 
Portman, and Greg Raso. 


For many the race has 
become old hat. Greg Raso is 
entering his ninth race after 
his daughter Nicole was diag- 
nosed with leukemia in 2000. 
She’s now 14 and doing well. 

“She’s my inspiration,” he 
said, for going onto his ninth 
year. “It’s a feel good event.” 

He didn’t immediately 
jump on a bike when his 
daughter received her diagno- 
sis. It wasn’t until a friend of 
his suggested he give back 
that he got the idea to partici- 
pate. 

“Without the Jimmy 
Fund/Dana Farber Nicole 
wouldn’t be with us,” he said. 

Raso will be riding the 
tougher trail, from Sturbridge 
to Provincetown. Although 
he’s somewhat of a veteran 
rider, he said it doesn’t get 
any easier (though he admit- 
ted he rode his best race last 
year). 

Though he doesn’t ride 
with a team, Raso said he 
knows a good friend and col- 
league who’s now on year 18. 
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STONEHAM RESIDENT DAVID LEUCI, WITH HIS 
MOTHER who is battling stage four colon cancer, 
trains for the Pan-Mass Challenge. 
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That’s something Raso hopes 
to reach. And, like the 
Stoneham resident, daughter 
Nicole hopes to one day jump 
on a bike and join in the fun. 

“She wants to do a short 
route,” Raso said, “25-30 miles. 
She’ll be starting high school 
next year and has only been 
biking this year.” 

Like Raso, Stoneham resi- 
dent Stephen Doucet has a few 
years under his belt in the 
PMC: seven to be exact. 

“My dad died of cancer and 
so have other relatives,” he 
noted. But what really opened 
his eyes was when a childhood 
friend died in 2004, someone of 
a similar age. 

At that point, Doucet 
began training and joined his 
first PMC. While fundraising, 
he realized how many people 
have been affected by cancer. 

“Almost everyone you talk 
to has been affected by it,” he 
pointed out. He went on to say 
that fundraising, while diffi- 
cult, is made easier by the 
fact that it’s such a good 
cause. 

“I’m not afraid to ask for 
money for this,” he said. 

During training Doucet 
likes to remember his rela- 
tives who have passed away, 


saying that it spurs him on. 
He remembered a woman who 
had written to him when her 
husband had been diagnosed, 
saying that he wanted to ride 
in the challenge. At one point, 
his diagnosis had improved 
enough so that it became a 
possibility. Unfortunately, he 
passed away before he got the 
chance to participate. 

For Doucet, it’s a family 
affair, as both of his teenage 
children and wife volunteer. 
He said that this year they’d 
be at the lunch stop in 
Dighton-Rehobooth. 

It’s a family affair for 
almost anyone who rides 
including fifth year rider 
William McCarran. His moth- 
er was diagnosed but fortu- 
nately is alive and well. 

“It’s my favorite two days 
of the year,” he said of August 
6 and 7. “It’s even better than 
Christmas.” 

And, as many people cele- 
brate Christmas differently, 
McCarran didn’t join the PMC 
the same way most, people do. 
One day, he just found himself 
in the middle of it. 

As he said: “I had worn out 
my knees running, so I started 
cycling. One day down in 
Bourne about 15 years ago I

determine the world's 
fastest car. 

But the road to the cham- 
pionship is filled with plenty 
of potholes, detours and 
hilarious surprises when 
Mater gets caught up in an 
intriguing adventure of his 
own: international espi- 
onage. Mater finds himself 
torn between assisting 
Lightning McQueen in the 
high-profile race and towing 
the line in a top-secret mis- 
sion orchestrated by master 
British super spy Finn 
MeMissile (Michael Caine) 
and the stunning spy-in- 
training Holley Shiftwell 
(Emily Mortimer). 

Some critics have com- 
plained that this movie 
lacks the heart of some of 
the better Pixar films, and 
they have a point. The plot 
isn’t a story of discovery

nice guy. Instead, this film 
places familiar characters 
in a different situation.

acting performances, it 
hopes to dazzle and draw in 
audiences based on its 3D 
special effects. 

For those unfamiliar with 
the plot of the long-running 
DC Comics series, the story 
unfolds like this: In a uni- 
verse as vast as it is myste- 
rious, a small but powerful 


- force has existed for cen- 


turies. Protectors of peace 
and justice, they are called 
the Green Lantern Corps. 

A brotherhood of war- 
riors sworn to keep inter- 
galactic order, each Green 
Lantern wears a ring that 
grants him superpowers. 
But when a new enemy 
called Parallax threatens to 
destroy the balance of 
power in the Universe, their 
fate and the fate of Earth lie 
in the hands of their newest 
recruit, the first human ever 
selected: Hal Jordan (Ryan 
Reynolds). 

Hal is a gifted and cocky 
test pilot, but the Green 
Lanterns have little respect 
for humans, who have never 
harnessed the infinite pow- 
ers of the ring before. 

Jordan is a hot-shot and 
reckless test pilot for Ferris 
Aircraft, who was dating 
the owner's twentysome- 
thing test pilot daughter 
Carol Ferris (Blake Lively) 
before she dumped him as a 
bad risk. He’s always tryi- 
ing to prove he's as fearless 
as his deceased test pilot 
father. His immature 
actions during a test flight 
get him in trouble with his 
boss, but soon afterward 
Hal gets called to the aid of 
a dying alien, Abin Sur 
(Temuera Morrison), who 
crash-landed on Earth after 
losing a fight to the 
Parallax. 

Abin Sur is a Green 
Lantern, who says the ring 
has chosen Hal to take his 
place. With that Hal 
becomes the first human to 
join the Corps of the Green 
Lanterns, uttering the oath 
"Let those who worship 
evil's might beware my 
power — Green Lantern's 
light!” 

Lively is miscast as the 
pilot/executive and roman- 
tic lead, never convincing in 
the role. Reynolds doesn’t 
come across as a superhero, 
trying hard to generate 
some laughs in what could 
have been a good action 
movie. It’s hard to pin it all 
on him though, as the script 
seems to be severely lacking 
in all areas.. 
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“SUPER 8” 


One of the more antici- 
pated movies of the sum- 
mer, ‘Super 8’ harkens back 
to movies like “The Goonies’ 
or ‘E.T’, which celebrated 
the mysteries of childhood 
as much as the elements of 
danger and the unknown 
featured in their plots. 

In ‘Super 8’, 
writer/director J.J. Abrams 
teams with producer Steven 
Spielberg for a period sci-fi 
thriller set in the late '70s, 
and centering on a mysteri- 
ous train crash in a small 
Ohio town. 

In the summer of 1979, a 
group of young friends are 
filming a Super-8 movie 
when a pickup truck derails 
a speeding train. When the 
locals start to disappear and 
even the inquisitive deputy 
can't come up with answers, 
suspicions emerge that the 
incident was anything but 
an accident. 

As the truth finally 
begins emerge, no one is 
prepared to learn what now 
stalks the unsuspecting citi- 
zens of this once quiet com- 
munity. 

The kids are shooting a 
zombie movie with their 
Super 8 camera. They set up 
their camera one night near 
a local rail yard, a move the 
film’s director (Riley 
Griffiths) hopes will boost 
the production values on his 
flick. But in. the middle of 
the shoot a train derails, 
sending the kids running for 
cover. 

But was this merely a 
terrible accident, or did 
someone - or something - 
cause the train to derail in 
such spectacular fashion? 

Soon, unexplained events 
start happening in the kids’ 
town. Dogs disappear, along 
with car batteries. And a 
key to the secret might just 
be on the Super 8 film. The 
boys’ camera kept on rolling 
while they rushed for cover. 

What makes Super 8 dif- 
ferent from other similar 
movies of this genre is 
Abrams’ ability to convey 
childhood emotions - much 
like Spielberg did before 
him, 20 years ago. Like chil- 
dren in other coming-of-age 
stories such as Stand by Me, 
they face a life-changing 
event completely unpre- 
pared bu manage to rise to 
the occasion. 

The film works wonder- 
fully, until the big ‘reveal’ at 
the end. The film’s market- 
ing campaign does a great 
job of giving away what that 
secret is, and as a result the

*SAMMY MACY, A SEN- 
IOR_ FROM TEWKSBURY. 
MASS., was named the recipi- 
ent of the 2010-11 Honda 
Division II Athlete of the Year 
award, the Collegiate 
Women’s Sports Awards 
(CWSA) committee 
announced last week. 

The College Women’s 
Sports Awards program, pre- 
sented by Honda, is in its 35th 
year and honors the outstand- 
ing — student-athletes in 
Division I, II and II. The 
awards are based upon athlet- 
ic achievement and academic 
standing as well as leadership 
and campus/community 
involvement. 

Macy will be honored at 
the Honda Awards Dinner at 
the Park Lane Hotel in 
Manhattan on Sunday, June 26 
and at the 2011 press confer- 
ence Monday, June 27 (10:30 
a.m.), at Columbia 
University’s Low Library. 

Macy will join the Division 
If recipient, Kendra Stern of 
the Amherst College swim 
team, as well as the Division I 
recipient, to be announced. 
With the award, Honda will 
donate $5,000 to UMass 
Lowell’s women’s athletic pro- 
grams. 

"I am so honored and so 
humbled by this award,” Macy 
said. “To even be considered 
for the Honda award is an 
honor, but to win it is a dream. 
This could not have been pos- 
sible without the support of 
our coaching staff and espe- 
cially my teammates at 
UMass Lowell. The year we 
had was unforgettable and 
everything we accomplished, 
we accomplished together. 
This award is something I will 
certainly cherish forever." 

Macy was selected from a 
field of 11 Division II finalists 
over 11 different sports. 

Macy is the first to receive 
the honor on several fronts: 
She is the first-ever Division II 
student-athlete from the 
Northeast-10 Conference, New 
England or East Region to 
receive the award. She is also 
the first field hockey player to 
earn the distinction in the 
CWSA program’s 24 years of 


honoring Division II athletes. 

“Sammy’s name is synony- 
mous with passion, pride and 
perseverance,” said UMass 
Lowell head coach Shannon 
Hlebichuk. “She has truly 
embraced the game of field 
hockey and her involvement 
off the field has been remark- 
able.” 

Perhaps UMass Lowell’s 
greatest player, Macy enjoyed 
a storied career in which she 
emerged the program’s all- 
time leading scorer as a jun- 
ior, and capped her career 
with 91 goals and 38 assists 
(220 points). 

Macy was among the cata- 
lysts of UMass Lowell’s 2010 
season which saw the River 
Hawks post a 240 record and 
capture their second NCAA 
Championship in six years 
with a 1-0 triumph over 
Shippensburg University. 

Macy scored a single sea- 
son record 30 goals and dished 
out 16 assists and led Division 
II in points per game with 
3.17. She scored two or more 
goals in eight games, notched 
three hat tricks and peaked 
with five goals in a 6-0 win at 
Indiana (Pa.). 

“Sammy not only led the 
team in scoring for three 
straight years, but she is also 
second among all-time assist 
leaders,” Hlebichuk noted. 
“She is not just a finisher, but 
a smart playmaker and a self- 
less teammate - a rare combi- 
nation.” 

A three-time All-American, 
Macy led UMass Lowell to a 
four-year record of 81-14 (.853 
winning percentage) which 
included appearances in four 
straight NCAA championship 
games. Additionally, the River 
Hawks captured the NE-10 
Tournament in 2007 and 2010 
as well as the NE-10 regular 
season in 2007, 2008 and 2010. 

Perhaps most impressive, 
Macy came back from anteri- 
or cruciate ligament tears in 
2008 and 2009. “She never 
came back the same player,” 
said Hlebichuk. “She always 
came back even stronger. She 
put in whatever time and 
effort was necessary to rehab 
her knee. She never com- 
plained once.” 

Macy has also been an 
exemplary student and leader 
on campus. She graduated 
with a 3.12 in criminal justice, 
and has been involved in com- 
munity service efforts such as 
Kids Night Out and Bowling 
for Wishes among many other 
initiatives.

was biking and ended up in 
the middle of this huge mass 
of people. I didn’t know what 
it was, but when I found out I 
said, ‘I have to join this.” 

Now he rides from 
Sturbridge to Provincetown. 
It’s a tough route and the 
longest, but the amazing vol- 
unteers make it easier. 

“Everyone has their priori- 
ties straight,” he said about 
the people involved. “As long 
as I keep getting better, I 
could do it for 10-15 more 
years.” 

One rider with his priori- 
ties straight is David Leuci, in 
his fourth year. He summed 
up what the PMC means to so 
many people: “It’s really 
about doing for others, not 
yourself - about those who 
impact you.” 

He rides for Team Lick 
Cancer, started by two guys 
out of Acton in 2005. This year 
the team has its highest par- 
ticipation rate with 67 people 
including four cancer sur- 
vivors. They’ve also raised $1 
million since the team 
formed. 

Though training is hard, 
Leuci recalled being yelled at 
by someone in front of him, as 
a motivational tool. “He said, 
‘Would you rather be in bed, 
sick; and that just makes the 
struggle less difficult when 
you realize what the alterna- 
tive could be.” 

Like McCarran and Raso, 
Leuci is doing the longest 
route, Sturbridge to 
Provincetown. As hard as it 
may be, he’s reminded that 
“192 miles is nothing com- 
pared to having cancer. It’s 
an emotional two days. 
Inspiring, yet emotional.” 

He’s inspired by losing 
both grandparents to cancer, 
having a mother who’s bat- 
tling stage four colon cancer, 
an uncle who’s battling stage 
four kidney cancer, and a 
cousin who is battling breast 
cancer. 

In order to cope, Leuci 
“decided to do something to

My mom is an incredible 
woman who never misses a 
beat. Even as she is undergo- 
ing chemotherapy she man- 
ages to walk Breakheart 
Reservation (in 
Wakefield/Saugus) daily, 
baby-sit her grandchildren 
and prepare exquisite Sunday 
dinners for our entire family.

Someone who has yet to 
discover just how emotional it 
will be is first year rider 
Marissa Carlino. Her friend’s 
raving about it piqued 
Carlino’s curiosity enough to 
join. That and losing her 
uncle to pancreatic cancer 
two years ago. 

“I want to help others. It’s 
a win-win,” she said. 

She’ll be riding two routes, 
Wellesley to Bourne and 
Bourne to Provincetown, and 
has trained pretty hard. She 
said she loves to run and has 
been looking for something 
athletic to do. 

When she rides, Carlino 
will have her uncle on her 
mind. “I’ll definitely be think- 
ing about him,” she said but 
noted during her training, “I 
haven’t gone over 40 miles 
yet.” 

Another rider who rides 
with family on her mind is 
Harriet Portman. This will be 
her fourth year participating 
in the PMC. 

Portman lost her sister to 
breast cancer, so she rides 


with her sister’s husband who 
comes up from Florida for the 
event. 

“The route is exciting and I 
have a lot of adrenaline,” she 
said. “That first year was 
hard, because there was so 
much unknown. But it was 
unbelievable, something I 
can’t even describe - everyone 
was there for the same cause.” 

Like other riders, Portman 
realized how everyone seems 
to be affected by cancer. “You 
can’t escape it, unfortunate- 
ly.” 

She noted a new drug had 
been released to fight breast 
cancer in menopausal women 
that contained less _ side 
effects. 

Being a nurse, Portman 
said she knows what people go 
through. But she still gets 
overwhelmed when she’ sees 
the crowd of volunteers. 

For her, the fundraising 
was more challenging than 
the training. 

For Mark Auriemma, in his 
fifth year, he hopes to make 
fundraising easy by sending 
out his fundraising letter let- 
ting people know his goal is to 
raise $6,000, which would 
bring his five year total to 
$20,000. 

“These crucial funds have 
improved the lives of cancer 
patients and their loved ones 
around the globe. Each year, I 
am inspired more and more to 
help in my small way to take 
on this battle,” he noted in his 
letter.

Homebuyer reality check: 


It'sa buyer's s market out there 


Why are so few people 
buying houses? One of the 
key reasons is falling prices. 


Although lower prices 
encourage true bargain 
hunters to look for deals, 
they can also scare off 
homebuyers who fear the 
bottom has yet to come. 
And, between the two, anxi- 
ety is winning. 


This spring, home prices 
in major cities were back to 
the same levels reported in 
the summer of 2003. 
Although prices in several 
locations are beginning to 
rise again, even with the 
increases, housing remains 
the weakest part of the U.S. 
economy. Prices won't fully 
recover until the glut of 
foreclosures for sale is 
reduced, companies start 
hiring in greater numbers, 
banks ease lending rules 
and more people get com- 
fortable again with buying a 
house. 

Laura Young and her 
Husband, Andre Gjerde, 
wrestled with whether a 
weak housing market was a 
great opportunity or a seri- 
ous risk. 

"We were keeping an eye 
on prices hoping to hold out 
a couple of years to see if 
they hit bottom," says 
Young. They were particu- 
larly cautious after seeing a 
relative buy a condo in 2008 
only to see its value drop by 
$100,000. 

After sitting on the side- 
lines the Seattle-area couple 
took stock of their financial 
situation: Gjerde, a free- 
lance foreign-language 
translator, was able to main- 
tain a consistent income 
during the recession; and 
Young's job at a public rela- 
tions agency remained 
secure. They decided a few 
months ago to meet with a 
mortgage banker and start 
the process. 

Ultimately the couple 
settled on a newly built 
home in Bothell, Wash., a 
suburb about 15 miles north- 
east of Seattle. 

They were impressed by 

the 3-bedroom, 2%%-bath 
home on a corner lot. There 
had been. an outstanding 
offer on the home but, in a 
sign of the times, the financ- 
ing fell through. Young and 
Gjerde then jumped at the 
opportunity to make an 
offer of $325,000, about 
$5,000 lower than the home's 
appraised value. 
' "We felt really fortunate," 
Young says. "We were just 
shocked we were able to get 
that." 

Buyers who are ready to 
enter the market are likely 
to be hard-pressed to find a 


. better time. 


The national median 
existing-home price for all 
housing types was $166,500 
in May, which was almost 5 
percent below the compara- 
ble price in May 2010, 
according to the National 
Association of Realtors.

average interest rate for a 
30-year fixed-rate mortgage 
is 4.5 percent, slightly above 
the four-decade low of 4.17 
percent reached in 
November. 

What's more, the number 
of existing homes available 
for sale remains high with 
3.72 million homes on the 
market in May. A large 
inventory of homes tends to 
suppress prices. 

Here are some factors 
you need to think about as 
you ponder taking the leap: 


1. DO THE MATH 


The market conditions all 
favor the buyer in closing a 
deal, so it seems like they 
would be clamoring to find 
an ideal home. 

But an uncertain econo- 
my has complicated mat- 
ters. A banker who special- 
izes in working with first- 
time buyers, Justin Lopatin 
of Baytree National Bank 
and Trust in Chicago, says 
clients are appropriately 
cautious. 

"Some people fear the 
financial commitment, 
while others may be hesi- 
tant because they don't have 
the certainty of job securi- 
ty," Lopatin says. "For the 
rest it's just mustering up 
the down payment." 

Whatever the condition 
of your local housing mar- 
ket, as a potential homebuy- 
er you need to start with the 
threshold question of 
whether buying makes 
financial sense. 

To figure this out it's 
important to consider sever- 
al factors including the 
direction of home prices 
and rents in your area. 
Recognize that, if you buy, it 
typically takes four to five 
years before your annual 
expenses fall below the cost 
of renting. Although home- 
owners get the benefit of 
deducting mortgage interest 
from income taxes, precise- 
ly when they will be able to 
realize that benefit is influ- 
enced by the direction of 
rents and home prices in the 
area. 

Gather all of the finan- 
cial information that will 
influence your decision, 
such as the amount you 
have to put toward a down 
payment, a reasonable price

estimate of the home you 
want to buy and the proper- 
ty tax rates for the location. 
Once that's collected there 
are several online calcula- 
tors that can help you evalu- 
ate gauge at what point buy- 
ing a home may begin to 
save you money, Ginnie Mae 
offers one at:

Keep in mind that in a 
buyer's market you'll have 
some bargaining power. 
Negotiating with motivated 
sellers and brokers looking 
to make a deal can help you 
control some of your costs. 


2. KNOW WHAT'S 
AFFORDABLE 


If you decide you're 
ready, you then need to 
determine your budget. 

Real estate website 
Trulia.com found that buy- 
ing a home is increasingly 
more affordable in most 
major cities because of 
falling home prices and sta- 
ble interest rates that 
remain near record lows. 
The site defines affordabili- 


» ty as being within reach of 


households earning the 
national median income of 
$64,400. 

You'll want to get preap- 
proval for a mortgage to 
determine how large a loan 
you might qualify for, and at 
what interest rate. The 
preapproval can help guide 
your search, but you should 
do a gut check to determine 
how large a mortgage you 
can manage without com- 
promising your lifestyle or 
ability to save for retire- 
ment. 

With a projected mort- 
gage payment in mind, then 
add in cost of property taxes 
and homeowner's insur- 
ance. Banks will hesitate to 
approve a loan if these costs 
exceed 28 percent of your 
income before taxes. 

To provide plenty of 
breathing room in your 
budget, calculate your hous- 
ing costs based on your take 
home pay. Let's say you 
bring home $5,000 a month. 
Multiply that by 28 percent 
and you find that you should 
keep your monthly housing 
expenses below $1,400.
